The Next Speakership. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., October 19.—The com- 
ing election for Speaker of the Houseis as 
much a matter of pure speculatioa as Presi- 
dent Arthur’s Cabinet intentions. There is no 
real basis tor any information about the 
Speakership except that there are a number of 


able Republican candidates besides those 
nsmed inthe race. There are not less thana 
dozen who have pretensions and 


hopes. Among these are Butterworth,Calkins, 
Davis fot Illnois, Horr, Hauck, McCook 


and others who bave had some experience as 
members. Hauck thinks the honor of the 
Speakership might go to the Southern Repub- 
licans with a view ot building up the party in 
that section, and that he would be the fit man 
for the place. Thetruthis that the element 
of doubt astothe Republican control of the 
next Hcuse multiples the candidates, there 
being a number each{of whom thinks that 
in such a close contest he could 
command some certain support which the 
others could not get. In order to have the 
number of votes necessary to insurefthe organ- 
ization the Republicans must carry three out 
of the four Congressmen to be elected in New 
York next month. Besides this the contingen- 
cies of the situation are favorableto the Re- 
publicans, and, therefore, the organization is 
generally conceded to them, but it will prob- 
able take all the strength tney can 
cOmmand to secure it. Brumm of 
Pennsylvania, who has been counted as certain 
to vote for the straight Republican organiza- 
tion, bas entered hostile into the Greenback 
canvass in his State and declares it his pur- 
pose to vote for a Greenback Speaker. Lee 
Crandell, of the National Greenback Commit- 
tee and editor of the National Greenback or- 
gan here, says every member elected as a 
Greenbacker will gointo a Greenback caucus 
and stand by that party to the end, and 


that Hyatt Smyth, of Brooklyn, 
will be with them. Thetwo Readjuster mem- 
bers from Virginia will, no doubt, be in- 


fluenced by the result of next monuth’s elec- 
tion in that State. A careful survev of the 
whole field, with all doubts considered, makes 
the Republican organization more than prob- 
able, as the excellent discipline and manage- 
ment of that party invariably triumphs in sach 
acrisis. Itis not known how the administra- 
tion will stand towards the different candidates. 
Hiscock might have had the Administration 
support, but he probably forfeited it at the late 
Republican convention in New York. He was 
selected by the Stalwarts as a man agreeable to 
them tor temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion. The Stalwarts were anxious to defeat 
Senator Miller, and they fixea upon Hiscock as 
a candidate who would not be objectionable 
to a large number of Half-breeds.

Yorktown Celebration, 

YORKTOWN, October 20.—The military re- 
view was successfully carried out. Ali the 
organizations presented a fine appearance and 
marched well. The route was about four 
miijies over broad fields. One hour and twenty 
minutes were consumed in passing a given 
point. When the procession reached the 
giand stand, Gen. Hancock rode at the head, 
but then fell out of line, and with President 
Arthur and his Cabinet, the toreign guests 
and other dignitaries, reviewed. the troops 
from the stand. Gen. Hancock stated to the 
Presidont there were 9,500 men inline. The 
States represented by volunteers were Georgia, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Maryland, South Carolina, New 
Hampshire, Virginia, New York, North Caro- 


lina, Rhode Island, Vermont, Kentucky, Mich- 
igan and Connecticut. The President was 
quite enthusiastic over the magnificenose of 
the display. The only colored troops 
in line were two companies from Richmond, 
composing part of the First Virginia Regiment. 
They were loudly cheered by the spectators 
from the North. 


Memorial Exercises, 

Boston, October 20.—Memorial exercises in 
honor of the late President Garfield, under the 
auspices of the city of Boston, were held to- 
day in Tremont Temple, which was elabora‘te- 
ly decorated. The platform was occupied by 
Mayor Prince, Gen. Banks, the Lieutenant- 
Governor and other prominent men, and the 
audience, which filled the hall, was a most in- 
telligent one. The Mayor, presiding, madea 
short address, and Palestrina’s requiem mass 
was rendered. Rev. Dr. Lathrop offered 
prayer, and another musical selection pre. 
ceded the oration delivered by Gen. Banks.

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MULTITUDES OF MISSIONS. | 
Third Day’s Seesion of the Ameri- 
can Board at Pilgrim Church. 


Interesting Meeting of the Ladies’ 
Board—Notes. 


The third day’s session of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions began this morning 
at Pilgrim Church. After the exercises of prayer 
Rev. Moses Smith read the report on tne Ma- 
deira and Ceylon missionaries. 

Rev. Joseph T. Noyes, thirty-three years a 
missionary in Ceylonand Madeira, was next 
introduced. He apologized for his embarrass- 


ment asa manwho had come from the anti- 
podes, where he had been absent one-third o 
a century. The church was succeeding in his 
domain. At Jafina there were several 
churches and the best female seminary in 
India. 

There are thirty-three regularly organized 
Congregational churches in India with native 
pasiors, but there was need Of more men_ im- 
mediately. Rev. E.C. Porter next read his 
report on Central and Eastern Turkey, after 
which Rev. M. F's Parmelees, 
eighteen years a missionary in 
Eastern Turkey, made his address. 
He spoke of Eden and Paradise. Nothing was 
‘eft of the original Paradise but the curses that 
were resting upon it. 

Rev. Robert West, of St. Louis, gave an 
account of Mexico. It was the greatest field 
tor missionary labor on the continent. The 
people are sunk in the deepest ignorance. Tne 
amouutof work being done is very trifling. 
Take the Methodists, Presbyterians, Congre- 
gationalists, all the missionaries now in Mex- 
ico, and there are not in all a_ score 
of men within this territory. 
There was room for the board to put $100,000 
into this field next year and use it well. Rev. 
Dr. Corwin, of Mississippi, reai his report on 
the Micronesia missions, after which Rev. 
Albert Sturgis, who is in charge of the 
Micronesian miss‘ons, was introduced to the 
vudience. When he went there he had to be 
very careful not to step upon either ducks or 
hubies {so closely populated were tbe islands. 
Yet there was not three yards of cloth upon the 
islana, no clothes except what were picked up 
from stray sailors. Now there is a large 
church, native clergv, sand the people are most 


wynxious tor Christianity. When Mr. 
Sturgis finished, President Hardy said, 


commenting on Mr. Sturgis’ address, ‘‘ Verily, 
hefound no Christians, has left no heath- 
ens.’’ 

tev. Mr, Freer, for many years pastor of a 
church at Honolulu, next made a short ad- 
dress.

It will be remembered that a eoupie of 
months since the papers were full of an at- 
tempted consolidation between the Vulcan 
Company, the Iron Mountain Mining Company, 
the Pilot Knob’ Company, the Grand Tower 
Coal Mining and the Jupiter Company. 
A new company was to have been 
formed with a large capital, which 
would practically control the iron interests

These 
gentlemen are not willing to take stock of the 
new company in exchange for the old, but 
demand that they be paid the par value 
of their sbares in cash before a will consent 
to surrendertbem.

THE STOCK SYNDICATE. 


St. Lovis Life Insurance Management —A 
Theme for the Appellate Court, 


The Court of Appeals sat this morning at 9:30 
o’clock, directing its attention for the day to 
the case appealed by James Lupe and others in 
the litigation of the Columbia Life Insurance 
Receiver against the Directors of the Mound 


City Life Insurance Company, afterwards 
known as the St. Louis Life Insuraace Com- 
pany and still later as the Columbia. 

In February, 1874, the Mound City Company 
ebanvged its name tothe St. Louts Life, with an 
iucrease in capital stock of ove million in 
shares of $100 each. Capt. James B. Eads wa; 
presideut, but was absent most of the time, 
and the active managing men were A.M Brit- 
ton, vice-presidevt, and S. W. Lomax, secre- 
tary, receiving salaries of $10,000 each, besides 
which there was an executive commitiee, each 
member drawing a salary of $5,000 per annum. 
James Lupe, vos. Bogy, D.C. Stone and Mr. 
Colman were members of that committee and 
Messrs. Lupe. Colman, Bogy, Stone, Davis, 
Williams, Britton and Lomax formed a pool 
or stock syndicate for speculation in the stock 
of thecompany with the funds of the same. 
During 1874 and 1875 the syndicate used the 
funds of the company, consisting of moneys, 
real estate, loans, etc., in buying up the stock 
which was heldin Britton’s name ag trustee. 
For funds taken the pool substituted the notes 
of Britton Ded mg to the other members of the 
secret syndicate, indorsed by them, and they 
were placed among the assets of the company 
and paid off out of thecompany’sfunds. When 
the St. Louis Ltfe was known to be insolvent 
in the fall of 1874 the syndicate agreed that 
Messrs. Lupe, Bogy and Stone should furnish 
securities to be placed among the 
assets in order to deceive the 
State Superintendent of Insurance, 
and upon receiving back those securities D. 
C. Stone received $2,49750, Joseph Bozy 82, 
263, and James Lupe $753 45. The syndicate 
had bought up with the company’s funds and 
of the stock of the company $32,400 face value, 
upon which the Executive Committee, or syn- 
dicate, which controlled the finances, with 
Geo. I. Davis as legal counselor, procured the 
passage Ofa resolution declaring a dividend 
of ten per cent upon the entire 
stock, although the company was insolvent 
at the time. The Circuit Court 
— judgment against all the defendants, 

upe, Colman, Bogy, Williams, Stone, Davis, 
Britton and Lomax, for $26,240, the amount of 
the ten per cent dividend on stock, and against 
Lupe, Stone and Bogy for the sums paid them 
for the use of securities. The appeal is con- 
ducted by an array of legal talent on either 
side, Judge H. M. Jones appearing for Mr. 
ames and Judge Pope, with Messrs. W. L. Scott 
and E. T. Farish, for the Columbia receiver.

An Important Bill lntroduced Into the Mu-

BAPTIST SCHOOLS. 


A Prosperous Past, a Progressive Present 
anda Promising Future. 


The hour baving arrived for opening the 
morning meeting of the third day’s session of 
the Baptist General Association of Missouri, 
Rev. Mr. Painter offered a brief prayer, which 
was followed by the singing of the familiar 
hymn, ‘‘Come! Holy Spirit, Heavenly Dove,’’ 
by the congregation. A number of visiting 
members from neighboring States were intro- 
duced to the association. Brother 
Breaker asked atid was-7~ given per- 
mission to read a report from the 


Board of Sunday Schools. The paper showed 
the work of five missionaries and a correspond- 
ing secretary, which were underthe direction 
ot the board during the past year. The labor 
had been faithfully performed and the results 
were very satisfactory. The resultof Sunday 
School workin Missouri in the past twelve 
months has been the addition ot 4,000 members 
to the Baptist Church. The report was referred 
to the proper committees. 

A report on statistics and co-operation was 
read by Rev. Mr. Briggs. It 
was shown that there are more than 
89,000 members in the State, nearly 1,000 min- 
isters, and that over $17,000 have been contri- 
buted to the mission. The report was 
adopted. 

At this tine a telegram was received bearinz 
greeting from Rev. Messrs. Graves and Hol 
comb,who are row on their way to the Chinese 
mission field. The sssociation was then led in 
prayer by Rev. Mr. Harris, of St. Joseph, for 
the safe Journey and successful labors of these 
missionaries. 

Rev. Dr. Lofton, of the Third Church, being 
ill and unable to attend the sessions of the 
association, was yesterday tendered the 
prayers and sympathy of the body. This 
morning the gentleman sent a reply express- 
ing his thanks fer their interest in him, and 
his regrets that he was detained at home. 
The report on schools and colleges, whicn 
was presented at this time, was all that could 
be wished. The Baptist educational institu? 
tionsin the State of Missouri are all growing 
in favor and strength every year. There are 
now forty-nine young men in these schools 
preparing themselves for the ministry. In- 
creased accummodations have been prvvid- 
ed, endowment funds have been received and 
the future looks bright. 

Pending the motion forthe adoption of the 
report, many compHmentary remarks were 
incu!ged ia by various delegats and visitors. 
lt appears that, educationally considered, the 
Baptists of Missouri have made this the ban- 
ner State of their denomination. Prof. Cook, 
of La Grange College, spoke at some length, 
recounting some ot the experiences which he 
has bad in the past sixteen years in his school. 
The stories which he related of the education, 
conversion and subsequent work of pupils who 
have in past years been under his instruction 
were full of interest, and were 
listened to with the utmost ute 
tention. The necessity for Christian teach- 
ing as well as intellectual training was discuss- 
ed at considerable length, and the idea of 
making the pupils thorough Baptists was 
heartily indorsed. This matter of schools was 
founadof more thanjusual interest, and the 
whole session was occupied in its discussion. 
The afternoon and evening sessions will be oc- 
cupied with hearing reports from various 
committees to whom special work had been 
assigned.
